"If the Republicans in Ohio are all,

the primaries, or be in a hurry about 
holding them. 


"No one need suffer, certainly not 


wrongfully, if we proceed in order, 
instead of trying to rush conclusions 
by unofficial announcements and dec- 
larations.

Chairman Brown says: 
"There is not to my knowledge a 


Republican leader, whose prominence 
is 
acknowledged 
throughout 
Ohio, 


who favors any candidate for the 
presidency 
except 
Secretary 
Taft. 


There are S8 counties in this state, 
I have direct information from the 
leading politicians in three-fourths of 
them, and every men is for Taft. I 
have not 
•• .exact information frqm 


the remai 
'.g counties, but I know 


that they too are for Taft. There are 
of course men iii various parts, of the 
state indebted to. Senators FOraker 
and Dick. Some of these are, as is 
natural, a little noisy in behalf of fie 
senators, but even among them there 
is not, in my opinion, any feeling for 
any. presidential candidate but Taft. 
What is much more important, how- 
ever, is the fact that the people of 
Ohio are overwhelmingly in favor of 
Taft. There is not the slightest doubt 
of this and anybody who does not 
know it is ignorant of the real po-. 
litical conditions in Ohio:" 


Mr. Brown said that the Ohio sena- 


tors do no* control the party ma- 
chinery, and that the organization is 
with Taft.

them inviolate unless they clash with 
the common good and the interests of • 
others. The proper office of the gov- ; 
eminent is to foster public well being 
and private prosperity by maintaining 
peace nnd good order, safeguarding ' 
family life, respecting religion and j 
punishing evil doers. 
| 


"Civil authority may step in to in- i 


terfere if through strikes there is im- j 
minent danger of disturbance to the 
i 


public peace, if in -workshops and fac- ( 
tories there is danger to 
morals i 


through the mixing of sexes or from 
i 


any occasion of evil, if the health of i 
laborers is endangered by excessive ' 
work or the want of sanitary arrange- 
ments or if labor is unsuited to sex or 
age, but the state should not intervene 
in or meddle with private concerns any 
further than is required for Tie rem- 
edy of the evil or the removal of the 
danger. 
The state should not only 


protect private ownership as some- 
thing sacred and inviolable, but its pol- 
icy should be to induce as many people 
as possible to become owners. 
The 


possessor of the poorest cabin will not 
change it for the dreams of a socialis- 
tic paradise."

ROM active membership in tho 


notorious ''Molly Maguires" tc 
a position well deserving the 
title of "King of the Firebugs : 


compasses the life story of Jack Page. 


And interwoven in the story of tha 


last quarter of a century of Page's 
life are the names of men who were 
prominent in merchandizing and farm- 
ing In Ohio, Michigan and Indiana, and 
no fewer than a score of these men ar« 
now serving terms in the penitentiary 
or are awaiting trial on charges of 
nrBOii. 


Aged, bowed, hopeless, Jack Page is 


again back in the penitentiary, where 
be is to serve a second term of two 
years for arson, and Page, who is now 
eighty-five years of age, says that the 
two years' sentence means a death 
warrant to him. 


"The only way I'll ever get out of 


this place is to be carried in, a box," 
said Page a few days ago. 


And the old man, schooled in the 


crime of arson and hardened mentally 
almost to callousness, smiled at what 
he considered a joke. 
1 Page is serving his second term in 
the penitentiary as a direct result of 
being the chief participant in a series 
of incendiary fires in northwestern 
Ohio that cost insurance 
companies 


hundreds of thousands of dollars dur- 
ing the last few years—indeed, a com- 
petent authority estiraates^jthe Josses 
at $1,500,000. lUght up to the north 
western corner of Ohio, close to the 
southeastern part of Michigan and 
hugging the eastern boundary of In- 
diana, there were more fires during a 
period of twenty years than in any 
other spot of its size in the entire coun- 
try. 


AH Evidence Destroyed. 


' The insurance companies were called 
upon to pay loss after loss. In spite 
of their splendid machinery and the 
money at their command, the com- 
panies were not able to ascertain tha 
/causes of the many fires. There was 
evidence that they were of incendiary 
origin, but the arsonists made such 
good work of the jobs that the very 
fires started by them destroyed every 
lota of evidence. 
.Then It was that the Ohio state fire 
marshal's department was called upon 
for help, and it is to the credit of that 
department that the breaking up of the 
extensive gang is placed. 


In 1902, when.S. D. Hollenbeck was 


etate fire marshal, the department's at- 
tention was first directed to the north- 
western Ohio situation. His son, H. 
H. Hollenbeck, was put in charge of 
the work and with offices at Toledo he 
directed the Investigation. 
' 


, When Hy D. Davis became state fire 
marshal, he carried the work forward 
with enthusiasm, and the present state 
fire marshal, D. S. Creamer, is Just as 
busy at the work as his predecessors. 
The investigations, prosecutions and 
long drawn out court fights have con- 
tinued for a period of four years, and 
in all likelihood will be pushed as 
many years more before the whole 
"firebug gang" is completely extermi 
nated. 
' Every year adds to the sensations 
produced by the shrewd agents of the 
fire marshal's office, and from the first 
errest in 1902—that of Jack Page—un- 
til the present no fewer than a score 
of men are serving or have served pen- 
itentiary sentences for their connec- 
tions with the crime, and as many 
more will be implicated before the 
work is finished. 
. The ramifications of this fire dealing 
gang reached even to California, '.vhere 
one of the men bad gone after amass- 
ing a fortune. 
He was George E. 


Letcher, and he spent a small fortune 
In fighting extradition papers.

Mr. H H. Hollenbeck, special deputy 


fire marshal, v.'ho has devoted several 
years to this case, knows Pago better 
than any man who has worked in th» 
investigations. He says of Page: 


"He is a shrewd old man, secretive 


and cunning, who came from the coun- 
ty of Sussex, England, in 1S42. 
He 


settled in Williams county upon a 
farm near Alvordton in the early fif- 
ties and lived there continually e::i^pt 
for short periods. 
He paid for one 


of the best farms in the section and 
raised a family of six children. Page's 
neighbors all regarded him as a kind 
hearted, fraiik, benevolent and honest 
man. Late in the eighties he was con- 
victed in Michigan of setting fire to a 
building in Hillsdale county, but his 
neighbors believed him innocent, as 
did the officers of the Ionia penitenti- 
ary, from which institution he was re- 
leased by pardon not long after his 
conviction." 


From another authority it is learned 


that Page was a Pennsylvania miner 
early in his career and threw his 
strength with the infamous "Molly Ma- 
guires,", where he learned things that 
are not taught in boys' schools. It is 
charged that Page was an enthusiastic 
"Maguire" and that he became an 
adept with the use of the torch even 
•when he was a very young man. 


Dangerous to Seek Evidence. 
The story of the rounding up of the 


northwestern Ohio gang of firebugs 
could be evolved into a hair raising 
volume.

The secret service men throng- 
ed his neighborhood, but so well was 
the gang protected that nothing could 
be learned.

"Done My Last FirinV 


Shortly after his second incarcera- 


tion Page talked to a newspaper man. 
"I have done my la^t firm"," suid Page, 
who holds the unique ili^tim-tiou of 
being the olce-'t piisoner that bus ever 
served iu the penitentiary, in the recol- 
lection of officials who have been at j 
the prison for 3 ears. ''I don't expect j 
to leave here except in a box. Well 
(with a deprecating gesture), let them 
box rue up. I ain't no good any more." 


"Why did % cu burn buildings, a man { 


of your age, who had plenty to live 
upon?"' Page was asked. 


'•Well, you see." he drawled, "when 


a crowd of bad lueti get together to do 
bad things, there ain't no gettin' out 
of it, and I was in that gang. I fired 
buildings for money, and I never got 
much either. I did not have any too 
much money, but I had enough so that 
I didn't have to do it. But I was after 
what everybody else is after, money! 
When they caught us, the fire mar- 
shals said they would not prosecute 
me if I told on the rest, and not know- 
in' much about law, I told them about 
the other fellers. 
I don't know how 


many I sent down here. Yes, I met 
several fellers here that I guess my 
testimony sent— Letcher and Taylor 
and some more. 
Some of them have 


served their sentences and gone out 
again. 


"I pleaded guilty to firin' Shaffer's 


barn. That barn was fired in '94, I 
think. My memory ain't as good as it 
used to be. I couldn't do nothin' else 
but plead guilty. 
When I testified 


against the others I told the fire mar- 
shal that I burned the barn, and I 
thought to myself that they would 
bring that up anyway, and so I said I 
fired the barn. 


"But let me tell you there warn't any- 


thing burned in Williams county that

ers of the Parkside Traction company 
were W. H. Crocker, Charles E: Green,

If he loses track 
of the game, be is willing to drop out 
for the season. 
The owners of the 


Butte baseball club knew this well, 
and they frankly declared that should 
the newspapeis not resume they would 
drop their franchise and 
withdraw 


their team. 


Still another example. A leading real 


estate dealer, engaged In exploiting a 
suburb, had announced only a few 
days before the newspapers ceased to 
issue a contest in which prizes in mon- 
ey and land were to be given to those 
forming the greatest number of word 
from the letters composing the firm 
name. The contest was to have been 
chronicled In all the daily papers anci 
the results were to be announced 
Without the newspapers the public 
speedily forgot the contest entirely, 
and, whereas it started off brilliantly 
at the close few competed. 
What 


with suitable advertising might ha^e 
proved a big thing, both in exploiting 
the suburb and in placing the real es- 
tate firm more prominently before the 
people, failed absolutely without news- 
paper advertising. 


The theaters also suffered heavily. 


It was almost Impossible to bill the 
town, and never was billboard adver- 
tising less effectual, never its inferi- 
ority to newspaper advertising more 
clearly demonstrated. 
First class at- 


tractions played to vacant chairs. Peo- 
ple asked indifferently what was at 
the theaters. As in baseball, the the- 
ater goer wants to know who the 
players are and something of the play. 
He regards the billboards with sus 
picion. knowing that too often the in- 
fuiniutiou they convey is misleading or 
unreliable. It is not too much to state 
that lack of newspaper advertising cost 
the theaters of Butte and the traveling 
companies many thousands of dollars, 
the loss of the theaters being their 
entire profit for the season. 
The Public Would Not Buy Stocks 


The examples are endless. Sales in 


the 
local stock exchanges 
almost 


ceased. 
Without information on the 


state of the market in Europe and in 
the principal Americun centers, with- 
out information on which to base esti- 
mates of stocks, bonds, etc., the invest- 
ing public would not buy. The brokers 
in vain endeavored to supply the place 
ot newspapers by profuse daily bulle- 
tins and "tips." The public knew bet 
ter. 
It did not want the financial in- 


terests to inform it It wanted to read 
all the news bearing on the market 
and judge ior itself. 


On the contrary, The flood of wild ru- 


mors that filled the streets immediately 
after the newspaper suspension had a 
depressing effect upon the local ex- 
changes and on business in general. 
The solvency of this or that company, 
the value of this or that stock, imme- 
diately began to be questioned. And, 
since no community wants for mali- 
cious tongues, dangerous stories were 
circulated. It wab bruited about that 
the leading grocer of the state had fail- 
ed for hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. The owner of the largest depart- 
ment store in the northwest was said 
to be curtailing his business, and bis 
solvency was doubted. As a matter of 
fact, this 'merchant was laying off 
clerks by the score, because the ab- 
sence of advertising had left bis aisles 
empty. Formerly he carried from four 
to eight pages per day.

Ohio's tuberculosis hospital at Mt. 


Vernon will not be ready to receive 
patients before the fall of next year. 
An additional appropriation of at least 
$100,000 will be needed to complete 
the buildings, of which there will be 
eight in the administration group, all 
connected with covered passage ways. 
Besides these there will be sleeping 
shacks for about 100 men and 100 
women. Contract for the administra- 
tion group was let to R. H. Evans of 
Zanesville for $156,861, and the work 
will begin at once, for the buildings 
are to be completed by July 1, 1908. 


Because of the expensive diet re- 


quired in treating tuberculosis the cost 
of maintaining each patient is much 
greater than in any other class of 
public institution or hospital. Immense 
quantities of milk and eggs are used. 
In some tuberculosis sanatoriums the 
annual expense for them is greater 
than for coal. At Mt. Vernon it is 
proposed to establish a poultry farm 
that will furnish the eggs and chick- 
ens used by patients, and a dairy with 
enough cattle to supply the milk and 
butter. 
Gardening 
and 
hog-raising 


also will be tried. All will reduce the 
cost 
of maintenance and 
furnish 


healthful out-door occupation for pa- 
tients strong enough to stand the ex- 
ertion.
